James Butler won ills tirst race of the season when 
Dartworth beat fifteen other starters in the two- 
year-old dash. Noon, sold to William Walker by 
John E. Madden, was winner of the mile and twenty- 
yards race at good odds. In this race Star Actor, 
making his tirst apitearauce under the silks of S. C. 
Austin, was a tip. but he failed utterly. 

Mr. Goligbtly was a handy winner and at the end 
of the program old Montgomery had no trouble in 
heating a lot of selling platers. 

Inning the day Scoville was suspended for five 
days by the starter. Class. Van Bcnschoteu and 
Estep were eaeli suspended for three days. 

H. G. Bedwell was at the traek today and said 
that he expected favorable action on his apiieul from 
the recent rilling at Latonia by which he was denied 
file privileges of the track on a charge of doping 
Nadzu.

KEENE CRACKS FOR SARATOGA. 



‘' New York". July 11.— Now- that Olambula has taken 
the Brighton Handicap, his third big race In less 
than a month’s time — the other two being the Subur- 
I is n and the Commonwealth — lie will get a rest. Be- 
fore the start of the Brighton at Yonkers Saturday 
Thomas Healey made arrangements with James 
Kowc to have him taken to Saratoga with the big 
division of the Keene stable which will go to the 
Springs this week. Mr. Howe has fixed Wednesday 
for his getaway and he expects to make it without 
trouble. He will take to the Springs all the Keene 
horses that are now at Kbeepsliead Bay. There are 
seven at Yonkers and they will stay there through 
the meeting of the Empire City Racing Association. 

Some of tlie famous racers in whose company 
(ilambalii will travel to Saratoga are Ballot, the 
Slilmrlian winner of 1908. which lie defeated in the 
ttatartan of 1910; Hilarious, wliieh lie defeated ill 
the Brighton Handicap: Maskette. Sweep, the Bel- 
mont and Lawrence Realization winner; Iron Mask. 
Cowl. Hiiunymede and a whole hunch of youngsters 
of which tin* public knows nothing because they 
have not raced. Maskette apparently is not lierself. 
She has not started since her defeat in the Sliecps- 
1-ead Bay Handicap by King James. The big Dis- 
guise mare was pretty roughly used ill the Sheeps 
head Bay. 

Sweep may not race at Saratoga. The Ben Brush 
colt was quite sore after his victory over liis stable 
companion. Suffragist, and the windbroken Hindoo 
Star in the Realization. He fell lame a quarter of a 
mile from the finish and. perhaps, if there had been 
a horse of good class to run against him lie would 
have been beaten. Nor was Sweep’s lameness after 
(lie finish of the Realization his first trouble with 
his underpinning. He had, on earlier occasions, 
pulled up preppy after private trials. If Sweep 
races in tlie fall Mr. Keene and- Mr. Rowe will ac- 
count themselves lucky. 

Hilarious is going to Saratoga liecause he lias 
nothing to keep him at Yonkers. He is not in the 
Empire City Handicap. 

Olambala is going to Saratoga with the Keene 
horses liecause he lias no date ahead of the Saratoga 
Handicap. Mr. Wilson did not put the Ornus colt 
in the Empire City Handicap, because lie could not 
foresee he was going to l»* the best handicap horse 
in the country this summer. The Saratoga Handi- 
cap and Cup are tin* races at tlie Springs which 
Mr. Wilson is keenest nimiit winning with Olambala 
but a defeat in the Cup would not seriously upset 
him if the ornus colt managed first to win the han- 
dicap. Olamliala won the Saratoga Cup of 1909 
from J. B. Respess’ Wintergreeu, but lie was de- 
feated in the handicap by Affliction and Kill 
Daughter alioiit an Dour after tlie president of tlie 
Saratoga Association paid John Greener, of Nash- 
ville, *10,000 for him. 



HAS HIGH OPINION OF OLAMBALA. 



New York. July 11. — Trainer William H. Karriek 
entertaius a high opinion of R. T. Wilson. Jr.’s 
Olambala. winner of the Suburban. Commonwealth 
and Brighton Handicaps, recently run. In fact. Mr. 
Karriek is enthusiastic over the horse and liis feats. 
Inasmuch as Mr. Karriek has handled many notable 
l.orses in bis day, liis opinion is worth something. 
Of Olambala lie says: 

"Olamliala is tlie ideal ‘cup horse’ of America. 
He typifies all that tlie horsemen of this country 
have hold dear for years — speed and endurance. In 
my opinion there is not another horse in training 
flirt t can lake ills measure from one and three- 
quarter miles to four miles. He is the one race 
horse on this continent that could repeat the 
doughty deeds of such stayers as Glenniore. Bush- 
whacker, Parole. Monitor. Ten Broeck, Boston, 
Fashion and Longfellow. If Mr. Wilson wished to 
send him after records. Olamliala could, in my esti- 
mation. establish new marks for from one and three- 
quarter miles up to four miles. 

"Olamliala never had but one master over a dis- 
tance of ground, and that was the peerless Fitz Her- 
bert.” continued Karriek. It is no disgrace to Olam- 
bala to say he was inferior to Fitz Herbert. Neither 
does it lessen liis greatness at the present time. I 
believe that Olainhala lias improved so much in tlie 
last month that even the great Fitz Herbert would 
have all of his work cut out to beat him over a 
distance of ground. 

■’Mind. I am talking of Olambala as a cup horse — 
from two miles to four miles. While he lias won 
several races over the mile and a quarter route. I 
consider this the shortest journey in which he can 
IKissihly shine. It takes him a long time to settle 
in his stride and lie cannot race liis best over short 
routes.”

COMMENT ON EASTERN SITUATION. 

It Is not a certainty that racing will end on the 
New York tracks when tlie new Aguew-I’erkins 
laws go into effect on September 1. At least that 
is tlie information that coiues to The Sun from a re- 
liable source. When tlie various track owners met 
here on Thursday to discuss tlie outlook several rae 
ing associations expressed a willingness to go ahead 
with the original schedule pending a test of the new 
laws in the courts. 

It is understood that the representatives of the 
Coney Island Jockey Cluli. which is scheduled to 
race twelve days in the early part of September, did 
not favor tilts plan with much enthusiasm, wtiere- 
u|Kin it was suggested that tin* Sheepshead Bay dates 
might be assumed bv the Saratoga Racing Associa- 
tion. which would extend tlie meeting at tlie Spa 
until September 10. In that event it was pointed 
out that tlie Futurity and other rich stakes could 
lie run off tin the state anil that test cases might lie 
brought in Saratoga County. 

If this nlan could not Is* carried out it was sug 
gested that the Belmont Park meeting in Nassau 
County could is* brought forward to fill the dates 
already allotted to the Coney Island Jockey Club, 
after wbicli Gravesend could go ahead, followed by 
meetings at Jamaica and Aqueduct that would wind 
up (lie local season on November 1 or perhaps earlier. 

In justice to the horsemen who have remained 
loyal to the Jockey Club it was shown that a ilefi 
nite (dan of action should is* made known not later 
• ban August 1. so that if it was decided to close 
tlie gates a mouth later turfmen eould make their 
arrangements to go elsewhere. 

Tin* racing associations, it is understood, have been 
legally advised that tlie new law prohibiting so- 
called ‘‘bookmaking with or without writing” does 
not prevent individual Is-tting which is going on 
orally at tlie present time. For that reason tlie rae 
ing associations feel confident that if lietting orally 
is pronounced legal by the courts they cannot tie 
held criminally liable for speculation that may take 
place among individuals inside of tin* race courses. 

Eminent legal authorities who have Im-cii consulted 
say it is not a crime to make a liet. It is also 
argued that when the Agnew-Perkins measures were 
lip for final passage their sponsers made it clear 
that tlie legislation was not aimed at tlie private 
bettors. On this point depends tlie future of racing 
in this state and it is said the track owners intend 
to make a hard light to have it legally established 
— New York Sun. 



TOMMY BURNS TO RESUME RIDING. 

New York, July 11. — Tlie veteran. Tommy Burns 
is preparing to resume riding. Tommy lias done 
little work in the saddle since bis return from 
France, but lie lacks a whole lot of being an old 
man. and lie lias kept himself in excellent physical 
condition by much hard work. He docs not expect 
to experience much difficulty in reducing to 103 or 
104 pounds, and he vows that he will do better work 
than nine-tenths of tin* jockeys now in service. 
Burns was always quick at the barrier, and lie says 
lie lias not forgotten tlie knack of getting away. If 
Burns does not change Ills mind aud decide to re- 
main in retirement he will be ready to accept mounts 
at Saratoga.

The $6.<Kk) 
United States Hotel Stakes has been set for Wednes- 
day. Thursday will bring the running of the $2,000 
Albany Handicap for two-year-olds and the $3,000 
Champlain Handicap for three-year-olds aud over. 
Friday will witness the decision of the $2,000 
Schenectady Selling Stakes for mares and geldings. 
Saturday has a rich program which includes the 
Saratoga Special with $5,000 added for two-year- 
olds. the $6,000 Travers Stakes for three-year-olds 
and the $1,200 North American Steeplechase. 

The next week, beginning Monday, August 15, 
will have ns its Monday feature the decision of the 
$2,000 Mohawk Selling Stakes for three-year-olds- 
and be followed on Tuesday with the running of the 
$5,000 Spinaway Stakes for two-year-old fillies. Thw 
$6,000 Grand Uniou Hotel Stakes for two-year-olds 
is to be disposed of on Wednesday. The Thursday 
card embraces the $1,500 Troy Selling Stakes tor 
two-year-olds and the $3,000 Saranac Handicap for 
three-year-olds. The $1,500 Catskiil Selling Stakes 
for three-year-olds and over will he mu Friday after- 
noon. Another grand Saturday card calls for the 
famous Hopeful Stakes with $5,000 added for two- 
year-olds. the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Stakes with

The tuird full week will begin with the Vassar 
Selling Stakes of $2,000 for three-year-old fillies on 
Monday. The $2,000 Huron Handicap for three-year- 
olds is down for Tuesday. The $5,000 Adirondack 
Handicap for two-year-olds will in* the feature of 
Wednesday’s program and Thursday has the $2,000 
Wellesley Handicap for two-vear-old fillies. The 
Amsterdam $2,000 Selling Stakes for three-year-olds 
will bo run Friday and the meeting will come to a 
close Saturday. August 27. with the running of tho 
$10,000 Rensselaer Handicap for two-rear-olds. tlie 
$5,000 Saratoga Cup and the $1,500 Bevenvyek 
Steeplechase Handicap. A meeting that among other 
things presents thirteen stakes of $5,000 or more is 
decidedly a rarity in these days and the Saratoga 
meeting is bound to attract a great patronage.
